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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments fail to overcome the outstanding 
rejection under 112, first paragraph for lack of adequate written description. Applicant has provided references which document 
doxorubicin as a topoisomerase II inhibitor. This point is conceded by the examiner. However, as stated in the final office action, the 
originally filed disclosure fails to support the amendment including the entire class of topoisomerase II inhibitors as part of the invention. 
The specification mentions topoisomerase II inhibitors only once in the "Background of the Invention" (page 3, line 18) and states that the 
exact mechanism by which apoptosis is induced by these agents [topo II inhibitors] is unknown. There is no further discussion of the class 
of topo II inhibitors in the summary of the invention, the detailed description or the originally filed claims. The specification provides no 
connection between topoisomerase II inhibitors or doxorubicin and the induction of senescence and p21 expression required by claim . In 
fact the discussion within the "Background of the Invention" states that topoisomerase II inhibitors induce apoptosis rather than 
senescence, and thus it would not be expected that either a topo II inhibitor or doxorubicin would induce a senescence phenotype 
consistent with senescence associated beta-Gal expression and p21 expression. One of skill in the art would not have concluded that the 
broad class of topo II inhibitors was part of the invention based on the summary of the invention or the detailed description of the invention. 
Further, one of skill in the art would not have concluded that doxorubicin was used as a topoisomerase inhibitor for the induction of a 
senescence-like phenotype 
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
